Land evidently wasted no time in 
putting as many miles as possible be­ 
tween himself 
and the 
Clearspring 
camp for although the State Police 
and posse 
searched the entire

and flight for him their many hours 
of effort proved unavailable. 


Late Thursday night a report from 
Dillsburg said that the State Police 
and posse were coming in the direc­ 
tion of G ettysburg as it was thought 
the negro might be hiding in moun­ 
tains near here. 
Tile Langhorn Company headquar­ 
ters are at New York City and they 
are constructing sections of the H ar­ 
risburg road north of the five and one
